ment of many kinds of bacteria

on milk is so quickly noticed 
Uow to Control 
Uacterla 
Most of 
the bacteria that require the atten- 
tion of the dairyman 
grow and 
best at a temperature 
of 
SO to 
100 
degrees 
Fahrenheit 
Some 
will 
grow even at the low temperature of 
35 to 40 degrees F 
but their growth- 
Is 
then 
much 
slower 
A tempera 
tune of 
135 to H5 degrees 
F 
for n 
few moments will destroy the greater 
number of bacteria

are a few that can withstand a con- 
siderably 
greater 
heat 
A complete 
sterilization 
will require a

ture of about 220 degrees F for a few 
minutes 
Cleanliness 
Is the only way to 
bacterial 
contamination

Slimy milk Is another trouble that
